Annual Report to the Citizens of Groton 


The established mission of the State Health Department 
is to protect and promote the health of all Vermonters. In 
working towards this goal, the Vermont Department of 
Health has provided directly, or assured the provision of, 
preventive health services to communities across the state. 
During 1979, the following services were received by the 
residents of Groton: 


78 elementary school children were examined by a 
dental hygienist and received personal oral hygiene in- 
struction twice during the school year. 


The Dental Program monitored the fluoridation equip- 
ment of the Union School Dist. 21. 


13 persons received services through the Maternal and 
Child Health Program. 


20 comprehensive health assessmen%s including preven- 
tive health guidance were provided at Well Child Con- 
ferences. 


Comprehensive medical, nutritional, and social services 
were provided to 7 children through the Children and 
Youth Project. 


62 persons received nutrition education and food supple- 
ments through the Special Supplemental Food Program 
for Women, Infants, and Children (WIC). 


28 children underwent medical evaluation and treat- 
ment through the Early Periodic Screening, Diagnosis, 
and Treatment Program (EPSDT). 


5 women were examined for cervical and breast cancer 
through the Cervical Cancer Screening Program. 


Through the Handicapped Children Program, diagnosis 
and treatment services for orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, 
and other conditions were provided to 4 children. 


36 immunizations were given in Health Department 
Clinics. 
12 persons received chest x-rays for early detection of. 


lung disease through the Barre, Rutland, or other 
Health Department chest clinics. 


The following services were provided by the Health De- 
partment Laboratory in Burlington: 
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10 blood tests to identify women needing immuni- 
zation against german measles (rubella) to prevent 
birth defects, 

86 other diagnostic blood tests, 

8 bacteriological and viral cultures, 


11 tests of individual and municipal water systems 
to monitor drinking water quality. 


Statewide, 247 emergency medical technicians were 
trained, 3844 were recertified and 61 received advanced 
training; 188,323 doses of vaccine were supplied to private 
physicians, school nurses, and other health providers; 17 
hospitals and 46 nursing homes were inspected and licensed; 
1,880 restaurants were inspected ; 4,482 venereal disease 
office visits and/or treatment were paid for and 745 con- 
tacts were traced; material to test 48,770 persons for 
tuberculosis was distributed to private physicians, public 
clinics, and schools; 21 x-ray machines were inspected; treat- 
ment for 20,144 children was approved and paid for in total 
or in part by the Tooth Fairy and Denticaid program; and, 
in conjunction with Planned Parenthood, 13,880 persons 
received contraceptive counsellng and service. 


(Technical assistance was provided through the office 
of Local Health Services to your Town Health Officer, Wil- 
liam Randall. 


Your Town Clerk, Ida Dennis, received support and in- 


struction in the handling of vital records from the division of 
Public Health Stratistics.

(Caledonia Home Health Care Agency, Inc. is a non- 
profit, charitable organization serving twenty-five towns in 
the Northeast Kingdom. Our long history of providing 
quality professional nursing, homemaker/home health aide 
services, physical therapy, occupational therapy and speech 
pathology, along with social services to people in their homes 
dates back to 1968. 


These services are supported through funds collected 
from the patients, Medicare/Medicaid and other health 
insurances, town appropriations, and donations. No one is 
denied service because of inability to pay. Frequency of 
visits depends on need, but can vary from daily visits to 
once every two weeks. 


This is a six-month report, January 1 - June 30, 1979, 
necessitated by a change in our fiscal year. During this 
period, the Home Care Program experienced a 50% increase 
in the number of patients served, with 27% increase in 
nursing visits. Evening hours, plus twenty-four hour avail- 
ability of services, are responsible for some of this increase. 


Caledonia Home Health Care Agency has always rec- 
ognized the fact that patients have the right to be cared for 
in their homes when possible, but we also have tried to assist 
the community ‘through our Child Health Center, elderly 
clinics, preschool and prenatal services as well as screening 
clinics to local businesses. 


(mnovative programs that demonstrate the worth of 
the nurse practitioner are being implemented as cooperative 
efforts, such as the School Nurse Practitioner Program in 
association with the Caledonia North Supervisory Union and 
under HURA (Health Department) funding, or the Concord 
Family Nurse Practitioner Site, funded by the National 
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Health Service Corps and under the administration of 
Northern Counties Health Centers. 


This year we plan to initiate a Hospice Program with 
expanded services to the terminally ill at home. We are 
also initiating some long range planning efforts to better 
define our goals and priorities. 


Our primary purpose, however, will always be to help 
people help themselves and our primary focus will always 
be to care for the sick at home, preventing unnecessary 
institutionalization. 


We respectfully ask for your much needed support for 
the coming year. The appropriation requested is based on 
the population and our bad debt loss in your town. Our 
audited annual report including a financial statement is 
available at our offices for public inspection.
